No written report of the Executive Board being prepared, 
the chairman made a verbal report, with promise of a written 
report to follow. 


REPORT OF EXECUTIVE BOARD. 


At the meeting of the Association at Canaan in 1906, the body in- 
structed the Board to employ a missionary. Accordingly the Board 
employed Rev. J. E. Buchanan to give half his time to mission work 
in our borders, agreeing to pay him $300.00 for the year. After two 
months of service, Brother Buchanan tendered his resignation, accept- 
ing $35.00 for the two months service. 

The Board knew of no other such able man available, and so it seem- 
ed best to give up for the time the plan of employing an associational] 
missionary; and spend the means at command in helping weak churches 
to employ pastors for the year. 

In accordance with this plan we have helped three churches—Mt. 
Moriah, Mt. Hebron and Curtis Creek To each of these churches we 
agreed to give $30.00 in cass they would: raise the same amount. or 
dollar for dollar for whatever they raised below that amount. The 
final settlements have not been made, as the year is not yet ended, and 
we do not yet know what each church has done. 

The Board also arranged a fifth Sunday Meeting at Harmony church 
in March; which on account of the rainy weather did not have just the 
success we might have hoped.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. This Association shall be called the Tippah Baptist As- 


sociation. 
Art. 2. Itshall be composed of persons who shall beduly elected dele- 


gates by the respective churches belonging to this union. The Moderator 
Clerk and Executive Board shall be ex-officio members ofthenext session. 
Art. 3. The delegates representing the different ehurches shall, at 
the opening of each Association, present letters specifying their ap- 
pointments, and also showing the number baptized, yeceived by letter, 
dismissed, excluded, restored and died during the year, with the whole 
number in fellowship. 

Art. 4. Every - church belonging to this body shall be entitled to 
three delegates until they number over fifty members, and then one for 


each fifty over that number. 
“Art. 6 Churches of this union failing to represent themselves for three 


successive meetings shall be considered as drop d by the Association. 
Art. 6.. New churches may be admitted into this body by signifying 
their wishes by letter and delegates, previded these be orthodox and 
are willing to walk in fellowship with us. 

Art. 7. This Association shall have a Moderator, Clerk and Treas- 
urer, who shall be chosen at each annual meeting (by private ballot) so 
soon as the letters from the churches are read and members names en- 


rolled. 

Art. & This body shall have no power to adopt rules that shall in- 

fringe upon the independence and rights of churches, yet it may drop 

such churches as may become disorderly either in doctrine or discipline. 
Art. 9. This body shall have a fund for its expenses, and churches 

may send up funds for Domestic and Foreign Missions or for the Bible 

eause. This Association will take charge of such funds and appropri- 


ate them @s designated by the churches.

3. The Moderator shall be considered the judge of order, but any 
member not satisfied with his decision may appeal, provided the appeal 
be made on the same day, but at no subsequent time. 

4. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of speak- 
ing as other members, but shall not vote unless his vote is necessary 
to decide the question. If he rises to speak he shall call some brother 
to the chair. 

All questions brought before the Association shall be introduced 
Ken a subject has been taken up and a reasonable time 
allowed for discussion, the Moderator shall call for a vote, and if a 
call for a division be made it shall be decided by the members rising.
